25X1X,. No Soviet naval units were observed to be permanently stationed 
in ROSTOCK (M 55/0 81). Only the crews of the ships under re- 
pair in the Neptun Shipyard were quartered in kasermes in 
ROSTOCK. 


Zo A Soviet port detail of one hundred men is located in WARNE- 
MUENDE (BM 55/0 82). Several small naval vessels, preswnably 
miné=-sweeping boats, are permanently stationed in the WARNE- 
WUENDE port and would temporarily leave port. The intensive 
construction work on jetties and port installations evidences 
the increasing importance the Soviet Navy is attributing to 
WARNEMUENDE as a naval bags. 


5. The ROSTOCK Neptun Shipyard is engaged almost exclusively in 
repair work on Soviet naval vessels. ‘The following warships 
were located there at the time of observation (some of the ehips 
were confirmed by photographs): 


a. Two Soviet destoyers "Otvashni"” and "Svirepi" whose arma~ 
ment and encines were removed and sent to LENINGRAD. 


o. The former Cerman destroycr "Z 33", now named “Provosnye" (Sie), 
whose engines and armament had been reinstalled. 


c. Four former German mine sweepers of type "40" (two of which 
at the end of the observation period). 


ad. Two escort vessels of about 1,500 gross register tons each, 
probably of German origin.
